'The ocompletion of the Northern Pacific
Railroad will make it more hmportant than
ever that the United States should insist npon
obtuining all their rights in the Northwest,
und it is especially necessary that we should
be able to command the ship shannela of Puget
Sound. Il was & great mistake that we al-
lowed ourselves to be bullied ont of Vancon-
ver's Island, and it will Dbe a greater one if
we yield the island of San Juan and its chan-
nel to the Dritish. As the question of the
occupation of the island is likely to be
brought prominently before the public of
both countries ere long, General Alvord's
paper on ““The Northwesernt Doundary Dis-
pute” will be of particular interest; —

There are few people in the United Siates
who have known that, thronghoni the whole
of the c¢ivil war, and since 1859, the British
and American flags bave both been flying on
San Juan Island, This joint military ocen-
pation has been justly very odious toour
Government, to the snthorities of Washing-
ton Territory, and to the Americans on the
dizputed islands, and ought to be terminated
st the earliest possible moment. Thera are
one hundred and ssventy sqnare miles of
urea in she Archipelago de Haro, sixty of
which are arable land and eighty grazing
land. 'The linited States shounld as speedily
as possible be placed in full possession, the
aivil anthorities he enabled to exercise
therein their functions, and the land-luwa
be carried into effect, During the Rabel-
lion the people of that frontier were
urged to be quiet, and wait until the
wiar was  over, and the Governmant
shonld bLe at leisure to assert our rights,

The language of the treaty of Lith Juoe,
1546, required that the boundary line shonlil
run “‘along the 10th parallel of north latitude
to the middle of the channel which separales
the continent from Vaneonver's Island, and
thence southerly, through the middle of said
channel, and of Fnca's Straits, to the Pacitio
Ocean.”

The English Government claims the Rosa-
rio straits, the channel nearest the continent,
a¢ the boundary line: we elaim the Canal de
Hero as the proper boundary.

That onr claims to the Archipelago de Haro
are of the most unmistakable character
abundantly appears to one who will carefully
read the Senate document entitled “The
Northwestern Boundary Question,” which con-
tains a full statement of the whole matter, It
begins with a letter of Mr, Seward, which

who bad eny part in the negotintion, adop-
tion, or ratitication of the treaty, assented to
it with the full understanding that the deflec-
tion of the boundary from the 40th parallel
was consented to for the sole purpose of giv-
ing the whole of Vancouver's Island to Great
Entein, and that, to effect this purpose, the
line was to be carried through the Canal de
Haro to the Straits of I"uca, on its way to the
Pacific Ocean."”

This document was prepared in the Siate
Department, by Archibald Campbell, Esqy.,
United States Boundary Commissioner, whose
correspondence with Captain J. C. Prevost,
of the British navy, the English commis-
sioner, is given at length. Mr. Cass, in his
despatch of 20th October, 1559, to Mr. Dallas,
very justly says that Mr, Campbell's “*whole
argument is marked both by ability and re-
#earch.” 'The entire document is drawn up
in the most thorough and conscientious man-
per. It has, besides an excellent map of the
region in dispute, a plate ehowing four croas-
sections of the whole channel:—1st, along the
49th parallel; 2d, along the parallel of 45 deg.
45 min.; 3d, along that of 15 deg. 35 min.;
1th, along that of 45 deg. 25 min. It has,
also, a complete physical and geographieal

Again, *“The Hndson's Bay
Company may naturally enough covet the
girroup of islands enst of that channel, but the
desire, which can never amount to a elaim,
should not be listened to for a moment."

Diplomacy has examples in which a claim-
ant whose side is weakest, whose cause is
unsubstantial, finally gets a slice by mere
perseverance, by the mere process of raising
the smoke of contest. It will readily be seen
that such results would not be very satisfac-
tory and statesmanlike, and would mot pro-
mote the cause of permanent peace. The
refined civilization of the age wonld seek an
adjustment fonnded on justice, and not one
of & hollow character—a Banquo's ghost to
haunt the diplomacy of the future,
